Serious race ‘yioting broke out in 
Waukegan shortly before midnight, 
and for an hour Negroes fled through 
the streets in terror. | 

The trouble began when a number 
of colored boys, who had been stoning 
automobiles in Sheridan road all eve- 
ning, hit the windshield of the car 
driven by Lieut. Blazier. Mrs. Blazier 
was struck by pieces of broken glass. 

~The news circulated quickly ng 

the sailors.and marines on leave. Soon 
several hundred of them had gathered 
about the Sherman house, a hotel for 
colored people. 
“Lynch ’em!” Occupants of the hotel 
opened “windows and fired. 


Raid Negro Hotel. 

This was a signal to the crowd of 
angry sailors. They kicked up stones) 
and other handy missiles and let fly. 
Some of them charged the place, and 
overturned furnitu and drove the 
Negro guests before them. Those ca 
the outside broke all the winuows in 
the building. 

Capt. Ike Lyons of the Waukegan 
police force and all the men he could 
muster at a moment's notice, pushed 
through’ the mob of sheuting, howling 
blue ‘jackets, and took their stand in 
front of the hotel. The jackies tried to 
shove them aside, but the police drew 
}guns. The jackies paid little attention 
at first, and rushed. The police fore- 
bore Sing their weapons, but took five 
prisoners. The sailors retreated to the 
other side of the street, and some of 
‘them went off in . groups to hunt 
negroes. 

‘One Negro was chased over the 
Genesee street bridge by half a dozen 
bluejackets and marines, and was al- 
most captured when two policemen 
arryed and rescued him. 

‘Provost Guard Takes Charge. 

Meantime word had been sent to 
Great Lakes and 200 provost guards 
were spilled into the town in trucks. — 

The provost guards and the police— 
every.man on the force was called in 
for duty, and extras were sworn in 
for temporary duty—-began rounding

VIENNA, May 31.—Prof. Heitler, 
well known authority on heart diseases, 
published the result of his examina- 
tions on the “ eugenic ” side of the sug- 
ar shortage problem. While sugar stim- 
ulates acti¥ity of the heart, Heitler 
demonstrates that use of saccharin re- 
duces it. Heart pulses become weaker 
as saccharin is used. ' 

Ejeitler comes to the conclusion that 
saccharin has directly, injurious effect 
on the heart.

SOVIET RUSSIA TO 
SHOW GIGANTIC 
‘DEFICIT FOR 1920 


LONDON, May 31.—The official or- 
gan of the Russian bolshevik govern- 
ment reports an estimated deficit for 
1920 on the operations of nationalized 
industries of -23,756,700,000 rubles, ac- 
cording to a Berlin dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph company. 

The total includes 6,630,000,000 rubles 
spent on official salaries and oni or- 
ganization of the industries, 14,393,- 
000,000 rubles lost owing to production 
cost exceeding sale prices, and 1,210,-

With sixteen murder cases on” the 


Criminal court call, the state’s. attor- 


ney’s staff<today will renew its cam- 


paign to make Chicago unsafe for gun- 
men. 


As a result of last month’s court 
battles, twelve slayers are ready for 
the rope in the county jail. Sixty-eight 
others tarry behind the bars, awaiting 
trial for murder or assault with intent 
to kill. With four. extra judges sitting 
in the Criminal branch, their day in 
court is not far off. > 

Chief among the defendants sched- 
uled for trial today are Sam Cardinella 


and Leonard Crapo, members of the no- 


torious .Cardinella gang, members of 
which have admitted four murders and 
hundreds of burglaries and holdups. 
Three of their companions—Tom Er- 
rico, Nick Viana, and Frank Cam- 
pione—were sentenced last Saturday 
by Judge Hebel to die on June 18. 
Cardinella and Crapo are charged 
with, the murder of Andr2w P. Bow- 
man, who operated a saloon at 447 
West Twenty-second street, and Ben- 
jamin Wendell, one of his patrons. 
Both victims put up a fight when the 
saloon was held up last June. 

On the same call in Judge Scanlan’s 
court’ is Tony Sansone, also of the 
Cardinella gang, who is under a sep- 
arate indictment for murder. 

The other alleged killers who 
billed to appear in court today 
Ollie Hubanks and Louise Brown, Pat- 
rick Stapleton, Ralph Schiavone, Ed- 
ward Werner, Fred Reddich, Edward 
Morzynski and Edward Kopf, Thomas 
Jakubowski, Pete Fricano and Marie 
‘Johnson, and Joseph Carville and John 
Callaghan, 

Some of these cases are several years 
old. Qn the same list of calls: are 
three women—Rosa Gollnick, -Helen 
Iugdale and Catherine EHichenberg— 
who are charged with murder by fl- 
legal operations.

Geddes Warns of Danger 


Confronting World. 


Washington, D. C., May 31.—Sir 
Auckland Geddes, the British ambas- 
sador, speaking ‘tonight at the ninety- 
ninth annual commencement of 
George Washington university, 
warned America against enmeshment 
in the social “disentanglements” of 
Europe. 

“So far only the swell of the storm 
centered in Europe laps your coast,” 
(the ambassador deciared. “ Yet your 
daily press is already filled with news 
of strikes, what is: vaguely called in-. 
dustrial unrest. We all know that it 
was your tradition to keep clear of 
European entanglements. 

“Here is a European disentangle- 
ment that is already piling the waters 
on your- social beaches, a disentan- 
glement of the complicated interweav- 
ing of man and man in ‘the social 
fabric.” 

Clouds Pregnant with Storm. 

Sir Auckland told the graduates 
that he doubted if ever before wag the 


are:| future for as many nations as many 


individuals, so closely shrouded In 
dark clouds pregnant with storm. 
“In Europe we know that 4n age is 
dying,” he continued. “Here it would 
be easy to miss the signs of coming 
change, but I have little doubt that it 
willcome. A realization of the aimless- 
ness of life lived to labor and to die, 
having achieved nothing but avoidance 
of starvation and the birth of children 
also doomed to the weary treadmill has 
seized the minds of millions.” — 
Revolt End Long Way. on. 
Ambassador Geddes asserted that the 
next fifty or sixty years “are going to 
bé.the most glorious or the most dis- 
astrous in the history of the world.” 
The present generation “cannot hope 
to see a successful end to the world 
revolution now in progress,” he said.

PERSHING GAVE 
ROBERT MINOR 
HIS RELEASE 


Washington, D. C., May 31.—[Spe- 


cial.}]—Gen. Pershing told the senate} - 


judiciary committee today that he had 
ordered the release of Robert Minor, 
an American newspaper man arrested 
in the occupied area of Germany on a 
charge of circulating radical propa- 
ganda among American troops there. 
The general said he had acted on the 
recommendation of Gen, Bethel, judge 
advocate general for the A. E. F., who 
had been ordered to make an investi- 
gation, and denied that American in- 
fluences had been in any way yen: 
sible. 

Gen. Bethel had reported, Gen. Per- 
shing testified, that while he believed 
Minor guilty, an officer of the army in- 
telligence service was the only witness.

It appears that some tourists recent- 
ly indulged in dancing on the summit 
of the famous hill Hartmanns-Weiler- 
kopf, which was, through five years, 
the scene of repeated and bloody fight- 
ing. ‘Their behavior was brought to 
the notice of Gen. Tabouis, who has 
issued a protest to the press.

creased salari-< for postal employés, 


for the first year, effective July 1, Were 
recommended iri a report to congress 
today by a joint congressional commis- 
sion. 

Increases of from $150 to $250 an- 
nually for postal clerks and letters car- 
riers, with $400 for supervisory officers, 
were recommended. No increases for 
first class postmasters receiving above 
$5,000 a year were proposed. 

_ Estimates by the commission place. 
the increase of the postal pay roll at 
about $38,000,000 for the second year 
and $43,000,000 for the third and fourth 
years.

| result of the report made yesterday by the joint 

This committee had been studying the wage sit- 
uation for months and recommends wage increases 
for postal employés, effective July 1. With the 
report submitted to congress it remains for that 
body to act upon it favorably. 

In view of the impending early adjournment or 
recess of congreSs it seems unlikely that action will 
be taken before such recess, but considering the 
bipartisan character of the committee and the 
justice of the employés’ demands, favorable action 
making the new scales effective as of July 1 seems 
certain. This, it is to be hoped, will check the res- 
ignations of experienced employés and attract new 
and efficient men to the service. 

Postal employés on the whole have been ‘ae 
suffering and loyal. In the face of conditions 
which would have driven most men to open re- 
volt, they have stuck to their posts and done their 
work to the limit of their ability. The service has 
deteriorated almost to a calamitous extent, but it 
has not been the fault of the veteran clerks, car- 
riers, and executives. It has been due to inade- 
quate facilities and the inability to attract com- 
petent new men to a service paying such low 


salaries.

AN EX-CONVICT’S TROUBLES. 
Racine, Wis., May 26—{Editor of The 

Tribune.]—I am an ex-convict and have 

been much interested in the letters ap- 


pearing in TRIBUNS regarding the 
perole system. I have just read Mr: 
Clarence Darrow’s letter, Mr. Darrow 
says: “Under any system practically all 
men seritenced to the penitentiary will 
some day be released, and of these a cer- 
tain number will inevitably go back. An 
ex-convict finds life hard even at the 
best.” Mr. Darrow is right, “An ex 
vict’s life is hard even at the best.”

Some three years ago I committed a 
crime of embezzlement and was sentenced 
to two years in a western penitentiary. 
Last July I was released after serving 
twenty-one months. During that time I 
have held thirty odd jobs only to be fired 
from’ each one for lack-vf reference or 
} being informed on. At first, after I was 
released, I frankly told the truth to my 


‘| prospective employer that I had just — 


been released from the penitentiary. I 
was then told in each case that they could 
not use me. I then tried hiding my past, 
only to be found out and immediately 
dismissed instead of being given a chance. 
Iam not a crook at heart—I simply made 
a mistake through drink. ._ Prior to my 
incarceration I was a professional man 
and earned a good salary. Since my re- 
lease I have known many a hungry belly 
and many a sleepless night, not being 
able to find any place to sleep through 
lack of funds. Yet, through all the hard- 
ships, I have remained honest. Society 
has a tendency to ‘turn: tHeir back upon 
the man who has done time instead of ex- 
tending the hand of good fellowship. 
- When an ex-convict finds he cannot find 
work, can get nothing to eat and no place 
to sleep, what does he do? He will 
steal for self preservation, and the next 
result he is again atrested pnd sent up 
as a second offender. The present sys-
